"It's piniu for new adventures 1 I f !lt'l>'lltlou wUveeu the owners of the 


SELF PURIFICATION OF WATER. 


It J» of Soiuo Advantage, bat Not Enough 


to «<> Without Filtering. 


Impure streams that flow through rich 


agricultural and dcusoly populated re- 
gions are apparently puriUed by dilution 
from springs along the banks and tho iu- 
llowiug smaller atleams of less impure 
water. The by-products of chemical fac- 
tones that are thrown into streams, aud 
which are noil he f removed by chemical 
action nor insediiupntatimi, are frequently 
so diluted by n few mil™ flow that tho 
wat or becomes harmless, although at tho 
Cuctories il, may |)0 n strong antiseptic. 


Streams become purified to the greatest 


extent, however, by a process of sedimen- 
tation, which, in its origin, is largely in- 
iluenced by chemical action. This takes 
place as the velocity of the current dim- 
inishes, when much of tho insoluble mat- 
ter subsides, removing with it organic 
matter that would remain in suspension or 


out 'uciith tho 
solut.1"11 for !»»ny days. 
Along slowly 
running streams can be seen in summer 
organic accumulations on stones laid down 
by sedimentation. 


A careful study of the various natural 


processes of purification have led Dr. Percy 
J'\ Krankland, of England, to tho conclu- 
sion that not only is sedimentation tho 
principal cause of tho natural removal of 
decaying organic matter from river water, 
but that it is also the principal causoof tho 
partial disappearance of germs. The lat- 
ter is of great hygienic importance in both 
natural andartificial purification of water. 


liut, nature does not completely remove 


organic mailer and micro-organisms from 
river water. 'Ihe distance required fora 
reasonable separation of the former in our 
American streams is generally not more 
than fifteen or twenty miles and often 
much less. Tho Hudson river, which re- 
ceives tho sewage of Troy, becomes reason- 
ably free of its organic matter in tho six or 
eiglit miles flow to tho city of Albany. 


Bul owing to the «mall size of some Eng- 


lish streams, like the riv«m Severn Tecs 
and Wear, and the great population on 
their banks, tho waters remain unfit for 
use many miles below the points of con- 
tamination, and tho royal commissioners 
concluded Hint there is not a river in nil 
J'.ngland sufficiently long to free itself 
through natural agencies of even a moder- 
ate amount of sewage. 


The self purification ot water in streams 


IK no guaranty that It is wholesome at any 
dihliuico below tho place where it is cer- 
tainly contaminated with products of the 
human body, for although tbo organic 
matter and even the germs mny lie largely 
removed it is unsafe to drink water for 
any length of lime that contains even a 
few infectious bacteria. When river wa- 
ter has onco been polluted with excremeuti- 
lioiis washings from diseased patients, it 
should never lie used directly or from city 
water works without duo consideration of 
its nature r.nd tho possibility of its pro- 
ducing disease. 


Nature al.so purifies water to a consid- 


erable extent in freezing, and the product 
deserves our attention, for there is a rapid- 
ly increasing demand for ice in the United 
States, where wo are already cutting some 
25,000,000 tons annually. Those who fre- 
tiuenlly examine ico and havo followed 
lyndall, Cramer, Leone, Fraenkel, Engel- 
maim, Pengrn, I'ruddcn and others in 
their investigations know that water is 
only partially purified in freezing. Tho 
freezing process removed for Pengra only 
from 20 to 50 per cent, of tho organic mat- 
ter, 40 per cent, of the inorganic salts, and 
about to per cent, of tho micro-organisms 


J ho diminution of the bacteria in water 


in freezing is owing largely to their de- 
Htructiou instead of expulsion. Butuomo 
fcpocics of bacteria have great power of 
withstanding cold, and the bacillus of ty- 
phoid fever has been found in ice several 
months after its formation, and there are 
many classes of germs that cannot be de- 
bt royed by freezing alone. When such im- 
pure ice is melted the living germs regain 
their activity, and if pathogenic are capa- 
ble of producing disease. Impure snow wa- 
ter is also spinel nnes detrimental to health 
—lMigineerini> Magazine.

If the child 
falls down fctairb with the drum, neither ia 
burt or injured in the least. This is foi 
the very simplest of reasons—namely, thai 
it is imposbible 1'or a baby to butt liimseli 
or for a drum to break.

stately, gloomy Gothic hall gives one a 
feeling akin to hwe. It is very different 
from tho bright, modern looking halls at 
Washington. Then there are no desks and 
chairs, but simply great oaken pews, like 
tlioye in a church, but running lengthwise 
o£ the chamber. I will not say, however, 
thai, the occupants are any more distin- 
guished looking than tbe Washington 
house of representatives. Tho custom of 
Bitting with hats on or off, as suits their 
fancy, gives them an unsettled and half 
rowdyish appearance. 


Tlie real session did not begin until 4 


o'clock, the meeting at 2 o'clock being- de- 
voted to shaking hands and going over to 
the house of lords to hear tho queen's 
speech read, This all lasted but twenty 
minutes and then a recess was taken until 
4 o'clock.—London Cor.New Orleans Times-

It 
is just conceivable that persons who drink 
an enormous amount of spirituous liquors 
may become so saturated, me it were, with 
this inflammable material that their bodies 
burn much more easily than would those 
of people who do not overindulge in this 
way, but it is perfectly certain that the 
fire would have to be applied from without,, 
for no such thing as spontaneous combus- 
tion could be possible in any article con- 
taining so great a preponderance of the 
liquid element as does the human body.— 
Pearson's Weekly.
